No. 2\(b)/IV], Uii) Medicinal Herbs 
(Crude Drugs ) [i‘ No. 87—(09 IV ], (iV) Asafotida [S. No. 31(6)/K] and 
other Miscellaneous items, from Iran during November, 1974— October, 1975, 

No. 4-ITC(PN)/75.— Attention is invited to Paragraph 8 of the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce Public Notice No. 172-lTC(PN)/74 dated the 12th November, 1974, which stipulates 
that import of Dates should be effected by sailing vessels or land route upto 60 per cent 

of the face value of the licences and the balance 40 per cent by other means, viz., 

Steamships, if the licencecs so desire, at any time during the validity period of the licences. 

2. It has now been decided that Paragraph 8 of the said Public Notice may be deemed 
to have been amended 'as follows:— 

“Import licences granted in eligible cases will be valid for import from Iran 
either by sailing vessels or land route. In the case of Dry Fruits, import will 

be allowed by steamships upto the full face value of the licences and such 

imports will be on c.i.f. basis. In the case of Dates import may be effected 
by land loutc, sailing vessels or steamship of cither country whichever is 
available earliest if the liccncees so desire at any time during the valid'ty 
period of the licences”
